The Merchants’ Exchange of St. Louis has 
sent a resident committee on to Washing_ 
toninthe interest of the Mississippi River 
Commission, and has announced that it wil, 
send on a representative delegation of lead- 
ing merchants when the consideration of 
the harbor and river improvements Dill is 
taken up. It is known that the great 
tows along the river are not acting in 
thorough cencert upon the question of river 
improvement, and thé” question is one 
which requires considerable delicacy in the 
handling that great benetits may follow its 
solution.

Waithoutat least 
one, of impossible plot, with mui der, robbery, 
seduction und all the crimes in the decsliogue 
crowded in, the night’s performance is not 
complete. There must be shooting and cut- 
ting Inevery act, bervesx and beroines, des- 
peracoes and daredev:itry generally. The 
plot must be thrilling, andthe dialogue pro- 
faneard slargy. 

Nothing speaks more condemnatory for 
these bouvsesthan the localities they seem na- 
turailytoseek. There is scarcely one ofthem 
that is not in the center or outskirts of a 
neighborhood of brothels. Rarely does avir- 
tuous women cross the tireebold of one of 
them. Lccated as they are, thev are looked 
upon as areproach by property holders and tae 
yearly renewal of-the saloon license, without 
which any one oftbem would soon close its 
doors, is tbe occasion for a bitter contest. 

When anxioys parents come tothe police 
with the siory of @ missing daughter, they 
search the brothels.

Theater is not hard to tind. Midway between 
Sixth and Seventh on the south side of Mor- 
ganit rears its dingyfront. There is a bal- 
cony where, amid flaming gas jets, the or- 
chestra plays and a great transparency pro- 


jects well out into the street to catch the eve. 
In tbe glare of light the place loses some ef 
the *‘*dead-fall’’ look waich belongs to it in 
daylight. Just across the threshold is the 
box-oftice. well so cailed. # Coidelocking cud- 
dy-hole. The reporter, following the examp!e 
of the inflowing tide of humanity, tbrusts bis 
silver through a pigeon-holeand receives from 
the blue fingers of a pock-marked female in 
faded biacka discolored yellow pasteboard 
bearingthe printing: 


““SPHE WIDEAWABES,” 


ADMIT ONE. 


It is ten steps tothe parquette doors,beside 
which sitsthe Cerebus. As he passes in the 
reporter notes the fact that the tide of hu- 
mapity splits, two-ihirds of it going up a 
staircase on the right. This leads to the 
‘‘tier’’ the ten and fifteen cent divisions. 
The further fact is noted that nineteen 
out of twenty who goup the stairs are bovs 
Yes, and

‘(heap and nasty”? is the mental reflection 
after the first glance arounil ihe inierior,w iite 
the rostrils choke and the lungs positively re- 
fuse to takein at firstthe foul atmosphere, 
The auditorium bas been mide by tearing out 
the interior of an ov-dinary.tore. On noth 
sides, from end to end,are tight brick walls. 
Not a breath of fresh air enters save when the 
swinging Goors part to let in some new comer. 
Inthe haze of tabaceo smoke, for every other 
msn and boy is pulling at the weed, the 
lhehtsicok dim. <Atthe furtber end is the 
stage, towards which the floor dips sharply. 
The arehiiect has made the most of bis possi- 
bilities. The stage, which would be thirty 
feet if allowed the whole width of the house, 
ig cramped to give room for flics behind and 
boxes in fircnt, the Jatter tapering back to the 
wall so as not to interfere with the 
view fiom the parquette. The seats 
rise with a sbarcer grade in the 
floor and the view of the fifteen footof stage 
frontis good. Alony two sides of théhall 
and across the back is the ‘‘tier,’’ a wide gal- 
lery. ard itis packed with boys. Sundayisa 
big day withthe Gove, and the youngsters 
are weil enough po-ted to know that the ear- 
ly bird catches the best seat. With hats on 
and cigarsion mouth they are waiting tor the 
curtsin togo up and mcantime recognizing 
ac(fuaintances below with shouts and cut calls. 
Rivaldsy and profanily are mingled and the 
buibel of shril! voices is deafening. Who are 
they. beot-blacks, the gutter gamias and 
such? Notbyany means, They are boys 
witb Sunday clothes, clean shiris and white 
whose fathers and mothers haven’t 


seen the inside ofsuch a place. The tier 
comes Within reach of boyish finances, and 
therethey are three hundred and fifty of 
these packed in like sardines, bending for- 
werd over the balustrade. their faces strained 
wi. b expectation and thi ir mouths lettipgiout 
the feulest of conversation. 

Down «*2'~s an olderelement predominates. 
It isn’t an iil dressed crowd but onein which 
aLandon prevails. There is a strong sprink- 
ling of young clerks, a few laboring men and 
here and there a knot of the heavy-jawed 
short-haired, smooth-faced fraternity, who 
tulk about *‘the gang,’? want to know ‘* what 
the racket’? is andif ‘*you get on to it.’’ 
Dissipation is wriiten all over the 
face, form and habiliments of 
these. The Globe Theater can’t hurt them. 
Jhey are tbe ulcers of humanity, rotten to 
the pre, and the beys above look down ad- 
miringly on them and think how fine it is to 
bea sport. At the front of the parquetteis a 
saloon with wide open doors, and 
waiters in shirt-sleeves dash back and 
forth with liquid. Ten minutes’ inha- 
lation of the pungent, poison-laden- 
ed atmosphere will start a fever in the most 
sluggish veins, and then it is arink, drink, 
till the curtain drops, and with brain on fire 
and tbe glare ol excitement in the eyes the 
victims, old and young, stagger forth, nature 
— with «a load ittakes hours to get 
rid of. 

Save afew orchestra cbairs, which com- 
mand a bigher fizgure, every seat in tne 
house is occupied,and groups of bruzen-faced 
women peer outof the boxes. A wencb in 
the tier above creates 4 momentary diversion 
by leaning far over the balustrade and ignit- 
ing x» taper atthe chandelier. The bovs yell 
with delight as the woman composedly lights 
a cigarette and puffs away. 

At last the orcbestra, which makes music 
as the Irishman did, **by main be Jabbers,’’ 
gripds out the closing bars of the overture 
and the call-bell tinkles. As the curtain goes 
up every hatis removed, for the Globe has 
iis etiquette enforced by strong-armed boun- 
cers. The storm of oaths and yellsin the 
gallery gradually subsides in obedience to 
stentorian yells of silence, and the perform- 
ance opens. ' 

Tie tone of the Globe performance nas been 
elevated somewhat since the burning of the 
Comiyue. Capt. Decker feeis that his sphere 
has been enlarged. He wears 2 new silk hat. 
He is alittle more round-shouldered under 
the increased responsibility as a purveyor to 
the play-goers. He catches some of the com- 
binations which used to go to the Comique. 
Recently Matt Morgan’s living statuary posed 
ou the Glone stage. Later still Wood «& 
White’s Electric Congressand Lillie Hall’s 
Burlesque Troupe furnished the attraction, 
and now Jobuny Herring. who makes two or
